THE DIARY OF A YOUNG LADY OF 
FASHION. 


The questioa of the authenticity of 

“The Diary of a Young Lady of Fashion | 
in the Year 1764-1765,” edited by 
Alexander Blacker Kerr. already 
created widespread interest; but, while it | 
is difficult to believe that the diary 


si 
genuine, this hardly detracts fron the ha 
teaordinary fascination of a work which. 


brings the reader into intimate contact 

with fÍashionaoóle society at home and 
abroad as it was one hundred and sixty. 
years ago. 

Apart from a few possible anachronisms | 
in speech, the only other apparent error 
lies in the impression given by the 

“Young Lady ” of Belfast. ‘‘ This town,”’ 
she writes, “ is not more lively than when 
I last visited it; though wei! built enough, 
t’is a dull place in my opinion, and I pray 
Heaven we shall not be long in it. I 
ventured out in a hood with Mrs. S., but 


found to my amazement that unwatered

IRISH BARDIC POETRY, 

The steady growth of interest in the 
prouder periods of Gaelic poetry is marked 
by the appearance of Mr. Robin Flower’s 
book of translations. Here are nearly 
thirty love lyrics, done into English from 
originals, some of which have appeared in 
Professor O’Rahilly’s .‘‘ Danta Grddha,”’ 
and others of which still exist only in 
manuscript in the British Museum or else- 
where. Princes and fine gentlemen of the 
old order made these poems in the old 
syllabic metres of the Gaelic schools, and 
they serve ds historical evidence of the 
kind of man who lorded it in the antique 
eastles of the land. 

Mr. Flower holds that the kind of 
verse here translated was introduced into 
Ireland by Gerald the Rhymer, the fourth 
Earl of Desmond, drawing on French 
sources in the fourteenth century. In the 
times that followed, down to the fall of 
the old order early in the seventeenth 
century, the love lyric was practisod as 
“the poetry of society,” and in these 
verses’ “ peculiar mingling of beauty and 
ironic wit, they remind us,” says Mr. 
Flower, ‘‘of the Cavalier poetry which 
drew much of its inspiration from John

Here, “then, we have Gaelié — poems 
voicing the amour courtois which was the 
theme of so much light verse throughout 
Europe. and giving us a glimpse of lords 
and ladies, proud, learned in diction, fond 
of a pretty conceit.

One poem, in which the singer vaunts his. 
lawless conquests, might well be a 
characteristic piece of exaggerative satire 
in the Gaelic original. With the loss of 
the intimate style, it has in translation a 
seriousness that may be spurious. Only 
one note is truly reproduced’ in those 


translations which can be compared with | 


originals—the courtliness of diction and 


conceit. All other characteristics are 
missing. This is the necessary conse- 
quence of using an already fixed style, 
instead of forging one with which to 


reproduce the Gaelic intentions.

AFTERNOON SESSION. 
CHILD WELFARE. 


At the afternoon session a paper on child 
welfare was read by Dr. Olive Anderson, 
Belfast, who spoke of the necessity of day 
nurseries, welfare centres for the instruction 
of mothers in clothing, feeding, and caring 
tffeir infants, health visiting, etc. In Belfast 
they had an hospital for surgical tuber- 
culosis, and an open-air school for children 
of tuberculous parents.. The children took 
their meals in the school, did their work in 
the open air, and went home in the evenings. 


CONTINUATION CLASSES. 


Continuation classes was the subject of an 
address by Mr. J. Smurthwaite, Welfare 
Manageryof Messrs. Jacob’s Factory, Dublin. 
He said that when a child left school at 14 
years of age it. required further education, 
either during factory hours or in continua- 
tion classes. The Fisher Edacation Act of 
1918 was in voluntary operation in a great 
many firms in England. His firm also adopted 
it, and employés between 14 and 16 years of 
age received five hours’ instruction in the 
week during factory hours. They had found 
that this made their e.nployés more efficient 
and interested in their work. 


EDUCATIONAL IDEALS. 

Speaking on ‘‘ Educational Ideals,’’ Mrs. 
Sinclair Stevenson said that, to her, the aim 
of education should be to make the greatest 
of all co-operative societies—fathers and 
mothers. No educated person cold bully, 
but nagging was a verbal form of it, and 
there had been a terrible increase of nagging 
in English schools since the war. The true 
aim of education was the elimination of 


pomposity. : 
Edueation was the life-long pursuit of 
simplicity, humility, truth, — self-control, 


beauty, and love; the life-long endeavour to 
improve the tone of their own minds, not 
some other body’s mind.

was the love of knowledge and the desire to 
see the universe as it is, and to be familiar 
with the principles that control it, not: only 
as regards the material, but .as regards the 
great spiritual values of beauty, truth, justice 
and the like. But the products of modern 
education were not free from injustice, petti- 
ness, illiberality and avarice. And yet, 
obviously, education has not solved. the 
problem of life, and the reason was because 
it was inconceivably wasteful; the system ol 
elementary education was absurd: for it is 
not complete, but only preparatory. 

For most people education ceased on depar- 
ture from the elementary school, and for very, 
very few of these was there an intellectual! 
interest in life afterwards. The reason was 
that education dealt with means and not 
ends; it was weak. Education did not give 
to the college boy or school boy knowledge of 
the great purposes of life, and that without 
them life was vain. i . 

The lecturer then made two suggestions «1 
the improvement of education. The charact¢s 
and virtues of great men, and not their lives, 
should be put before the students. This, con- 
tact with great men would open their eyes to 
the purposes of life. But it also i 
imagination, and that was not common ; it 
needed to be stimulated.

GREAT BRITAIN’S EXAMPLE. 


Mr. Lionel Smith Gordon said that, no 
matter what views one might have about the 
people who governed this country before the 
present régime came into existence they 
showed their capacity to rise to enormous 
heights of prosperity,’ 'They ‘knew some tricks 
that enabled them to acquire that prosperity. 
de asked: “Can we learn any hints from 
those who went before us, without being their 
slavish imitators?’ In other words, could 
Ireland be made an economic centre rather 
than an economic arid financial surburb of 
London? The maxim that trade followed the 
flag was tru@® and trade and the flag got to 
the place some time, one following the other 
and men followed both. If we invest in the 
industries of some other country it must 
mean that men and women from this country 
will follow that investment. We invest in 
ether countries about £150,000,000, and if we 
can allord to promote the industries of other 
and export mem as 
well was it not possible that we could keep 
some @ that money at home, and improve our 
country with it? © 

Everybody, except a few idealists, would 
say that it was impossible to invest money 
here in Ireland. One of the reasons why 
money was not invested at home was that we 
had no confidence in ourselves that things 
would succeed. When he started a bank in 
one room in Leeson. street people told him 
that he was a hinatic—that banks were not 
made in that way; and yet the National Land 
Bank had at present assets of £2,000,000, all 
of which was got in Ireland, and practically 
all of which was invested in Ireland. And 
now they had started the Industrial Trust 
Company, from which much benefit to Irish 
industries was sure to flow. (Hear hear.) 
That Trust had raised £110,000 in Ireland 
and they had received £50,000 from America. 
It w as the first time that American business 
peopie had put up cash for business purposes 
in this country. He hoped that it was only a 
beginning. 

: THE PURPOSE OF BANKS. 

There are, he continued, ten banks in the 
whole of Iréland, and, in fave of that fact. it 
was said that it was unnecessary to start a 
new agency for finance. Hardly. anybody 
understood what a bank was, and as a con- 
Sequence the banks got «a. great deal of abuse 
or not doing things open, if they did 
would be wrong. arf&s were not “public 
benevolent institutions; they were traders in 
money, and they were bound to take care of 
the money that was entrusted to them for 
sale keeping. The purpose of a bank was 
not to lend money, but to make such dis- 
position of the money entrusted to it, as to 
make it remunerative to the shareholders in 
the bank. It might be also that a bank would 
lend money, but it took care that its repay- 
ment is secured. In proportion to the 
populstion, the people of this country had 
arge deposits in the banks; they had it in 
small amounts from a large number of people. 
These people preferred to leave their money 
on deposit in the banks rather than invest 
it in home industries. They preferred to 
invest their money in Mexican oils, or 
African mines. That attitude was due 
entirely to lack of self-confidence, 

The question was—Could any machinery be 
devised which would act as a channel be- 
tween the savings of the people and the form 
of investment which the country requires? 
The form required, he thought, was the possi- 
bility of managers of large concerns, factories, 


| etc., being able to assure themselves that

they could have a loan of money for a period 
of years.. In England, if such businessmen 
required money and if they had a sound case 
they could get it from the public; in some 


banks. The Saorstat Government had tried 
to solve the problem by the Trade Loans 
Act, but the difficulty was that even with 
that Act it was not, in‘ many cases, good 
busihess for the banks to risk locking up 
their money for fifteen or twenty years. 

The Industrial Trust Company was formed 
to fill that gap. A company was needed that 
would not be responsible to depositors who 
might wish to withdraw their money at short 
notice. The Industrial Trust Company had 
been reasonably successful in obtaining 
money, and it would be invested in 
ventures. The seeret of successful industrial 
finauce was nothing more or less than reason- 
able self-confidence. (Applause.) 

CREATING INDUSTRIES. 

Mr. I. M. Summerfield said that it was 
time that the people, especially those in 
provincial districts, should look into their 
consciences and say whether or not they had 
‘the means of creating their own industries. 

Mr. Smith Gordon, replying to a vote of 
thanks, said that he had known farmers’ co- 
operative societies to be looking for loans 
from the banks, while individual members of 
those societies had money of their own lyin 
on deposit in the banks. These people seemed 
the banks if the loans were refused, and if 
the loans were given the borrowers grumbled 
at the rate of interest that was charged.

DUBLIN COUNTY COUNCIL’S 
RELIEF SCHEME. 

Mr. Joseph A. O'Neill, Vice-Chairman, 
presided yesterday at a special meeting of the 
Dublin County Council, which considered the 
County Surveyor’s repo:t on unemployment 
in the county, together with a relief scheme. 
The proposed relief work will involve an ex- 
penditure of £5,255. In a letter to the 
Ministry of Local Government, the Secretary 
of the County Council said that there would 
be no difficulty in findin~ the sum of £1,000 


' mentioned in the Surveyor’s report, 


Mr. Curran said that the sum mentioned 
would not be sufficient, and he proposed that 
the Government should be asked for a grant 
of £20,000. In his part of the country there 
was great unempolyment. and many people 
were starving. 

Mr. O’Leary said that unemployment was 
rife in all parts of the country, and some- 
thing should be done to improve the position 
of the workers. 

Mr. J. P. McCabe urgéd that until the 
fovernment adopted some other means of 
effecting economy, business men would be 
unable to meet their obligations. There were 
too many people looking after themselves. 

' Mr. Rooney said that, in view of the fact 
that the roads of County Dublin served all 
parts of the country, and more especially the 
surrounding counties, the Dublin County 
Council was entitled to more money than was 
given to other counties. 

Mr. Belton seconded the demanc for. 
£20,000. He said that £1,000 would not pro- 
vide a week’s employment for many men in 
the county. The Government had no notion 
of giving them anything. He ‘suggested that 
the Council should adjourn until a reply was 
received from the Local Government Depart- 
ment as to receiving a deputation. 

It was finally rcsolvec to ask the Govern- 
ment for a grart of £20,000 for the relief of 
unemployment owing to the cessation of 
several industries and the reduction in the

ITS FUTURE IN IRISH 
POLITICS. 


— ——— 


“The existence of an All-Ireland Labour 
organisation, holding annual Congresses 
atterided by delegates from all parts of 
the country, without. distinction, . and 
represented by. a National Executive 
which included citizens of Belfast and 
Derry, as well as Dublin and Cork, is the 
surest existing sign that the present 
political partition of Ireland is not inevit- 
ably final.’’ 

This was the view put forward last night 
by Mr. R. J, P. Mortished, the Assistant 
Secretary of tue Irish Labour Party and 
Trade Union Congress, at a meeting of the 
Statistical and  ocial Inquiry Society of 
Ireland, held at the Royal Irish Academy, 
Dublin, last night. 

THE POLITICAL SIDE. 

He pointed out that the list of unions 
affiliated to the Irish Labour Party and ‘lrade 
Union Congress included. most of the larger 
unions. 

The National Executive of the Labour 
Party and Trade Union Congress is the re- 
pease spokesman for organised workers in 

'eland, but its power is derived from its 
prestige and moral authority, and not from 
any formal transfer of power from. the 
affliated organisations, which remain fully 
self-governing in accordance with their own 
rules. Ireland was peculiar) in that the 
national centre of trade unionism was both a 
federation of trade unions and a political 
Labour Party. 

The Irish method of combining the two 
functions in one organisation’ with a single 
executive had its advantages, but the ex- 
perience gained in the last few years had 
shown that there were serious disadvantages. 
Henceforward there was likely to be a ten- 
dency towards a more distinct form of 
organisation on the political side, though a 
complet: separation was not to be expected, 
at any rate for a considerable time. 

POSITION IN THE NORTH. 

In Northern Ireland there was a separate 
political organisation—the Labour Party 
(Northern Ireland)—which was not connected 
directly with the Irish Labour Party and 
Trade Union Congress. In effect, its opera- 
tions had been practically limited to Belfast, 
though they would doubtless be extended 
over the whole six counties. ‘The relations 
of this body with the national body are 
quite friendly, and though in theory the 
National Executive would be entitled itself 
to undertake political work in the six counties 
and to put up candidates for the Northern 
Parliament, there was clearly a case for some 
form of local autonomy, and the exact rela- 
tionship between the National and Northern 
organisations was being worked out after 
the usual fashion of trade unions, gradually 
in the light of experience. 

NO BOUNDARY PROBLEM. 

While political conditions had produced “a 
certain degree of diversity in political organi- 
sations, he added, there was no division on 
the trade union side. All the more im- 
portant unions affiliated to the Irish Labour 
Party and Trade Union Congress had mem- 
bers in both Northern Ireland and the Free 
State area. No cnly was there no partition 
of the trade unions, but Congress ‘after Con- 
gress declared that there was not going to be. 

SETTLING TROUBLES. 


Mr. R..W. Booth, moving a vote of thanks 
to Mr. Mortished, said that he thounght there 
was a great deal of importance attached to 
trades unions in Ireland in the part that they

COMPLIMENT TO MR. A.

The retirement of Mr. A. McGoogan, Senior

McGoogan's career from the time he took up 
duty shortly after the transfer of the Museum, 
Library, School of Art, and Botanic Gardens 
from the Royal Dublin Society to the Science 
and Art Department in 1878. Mr. White 
also referred to Mr. McGoogan's excellence as 
a public official and to the high qualities 
which caused him to be held in such esteem 
by his colleagues. Mr. McGoogan, who was 
cordially applauded, expressed his deep sense 
of the kindness of his many colleagues and 
friends.

LOW EST NOT ALWAYS 
ACCEPTED. 


At the Belfast housing inqni esterda 
Mr. Ritchie, of the Town Clerk's has" a 
at the City Hall, was examined with regard. 
to the Housing Committee minutes of the 
22nd May, when a resolution was passed con- 
firming certain contract prices. 

Mr. Murphy, K.C.—The Committee was 
anxious to know were you supplied by any 
person, and by whom, with a list of prices? 

Mr. Ritchie—I was supplied on 23rd May 
with a list by Mr. Wardlow, which, I under- 
stand, was compiled by Mr. Cutler. It was 
a list cf accepted quotdtions. The witness, 
at a later stage, explained that in some 
cases the most advantageous tender was 
accepted. 

The Commissioner, at a later stage, pointed 
out that a quotation of Mr. D. Ingram, Ann 
street, Belfast, for hardware, was not the 
lowest: There were two other firms lower. 
Blair’s was one of them. ‘‘I should like to 
know,’’ proceeded the Commissioner, - “why 
it was Mr. Ingram was preferred to a firm 
like Blair’s.”’ 

Mr. Murphy, K.C., 
might be better to 
question. 

The Commissioner—This is not altogether 
Mr. Cutler. It is the housing department. 

Mr. Ritchie, in reply to further questions, 
went on to speak of the list that he got from 
Mr. Wardlow on the 23rd May. e asked 
the Town Clerk were those quotations to be 
placed on the minutes, and he said that they! 
were. His typist copied the list, and Mr. 
Wardlow stood by and checked it with her. 
He could not tell what became of the list, 
but there was no trace of it in his office. 


CITY SURVEYOR RE-CALLED. 

Mr. Cutler (City. Surveyor), called with 
regard to the cartage contract of May, 1925, 
said that the tenders were opened on the 
8th May and handed to him in the meeting 
to have scheduled. When the schedule was 
completed it was handed to the Chairman. 

The Commissioner—Can you say if the 
lowest tender was accepted? | 

Witness—I think it was. 

The Commissioner—It. does not. happen. to 
be. Day work is-the largest item, and the 
lowest was not accepted for that. 

_ Witness—The lowest tenderer was not pay- 
ing the standard rate of wages, 

The Commissioner — I have very good 
reason to believe, from investigation I have 
made, that statements have been made about 
men not paying the stardard rate of wages 
which were not accurate, and were entirely 
without foundation: 

Witness--I believe I can put. my hand on a 
report by the Carters’ Association about this 
contractor. This man’s name first came up m 
connection with cartage for the Improvement 
Committee. There was a great deal of discus- 
sion with regard. to the tenders there, and | 
believe this man’s tender was turned down 
for the same reason. 

The Commissioner—Mr, Cutler, while vot 
are here'I will ask you a question with regard 
to one contract with a firm—namely, Messrs. 
W. D. Henderson and Son, which was 
rejected because they did not pay the standard 
rate of wages, and that when a tender very 
much higher was accepted from Mr. Ingram it 
was stated he was paying the standard rate 
of wages. On investigation I find that at that 
time Messrs. W. D. Henderson and Son were 
contractors to the Improvement Committee. 

Witness—Sir, this is the first time I heard 
that Messrs. Henderson and Son did not pay 
the standard rate of wages. 

The Commissioner passed to witness a sheaf 
of documents, with the remark, “ Take that 
in vour hand and examine it. ' 

Witness (after perusal)—Yes; I see it. 

The witness said there was.a record of a 
firm of carters being ruled out because they 
did not pay the standard rate of wages. He 
had not before seen the fact as revealed by 
the document in his possession, and could not 
understand it at all. \ 


THE TIMBER AT WHITEROCK. 

Alderman Byfhe was next examined, and, 
speaking oí his visit with other members vt 
the stousing Committee to the Whiterock site, 
said that the timber looked all right. There 
was certainly timber in some of the houses 
that was defective. 

Did you see a considerable wenn? of 
timber that was defective?—-No; I did not 
generally. Defective timber was, pointed out 
to me. 

Did you show any hostility to Mr. McCue? 
—I did not. 1 had a sort of suspicion it was 
because Robbs got the contract that these 
charges were made. 

The Commissioner—Why did the committer 
accept on the 8th May Ingram’s tender for 
hardware? 

Witness—After listening to the report of 
the city surveyor. There were tenders at 
almost every meeting. 

‘‘Was there any reason why the lowest 
tender should be excluded?’’ asked the Com- 
missioner, and the alderman answered, 
“ There are certain circumstances under which 
it would not be wise to accept the lowest 
tender.”’ 

What objection have you to Messrs. Blair’ 
—-I have no objection to them at all, or to 
any firm. I look to our offftials as the best 
judge of the tenders. 

The Commissioner then drew the attention 
of the witness to a contract for stones, and 
said that though some tenders varied from 5s. 
to 9s., the tender of Ingram was accepted 
at 15s 6d. “4 

Witness admitted this looked peculiar. 

The Commissioner—Would it not waken 
suspicion in the minds of any business man 
when there was such. a discrepancy? 

Witness+~Yes, I think it should. 

The Commissioner asked why were the 
stones weighed and not the sand and gravel. 

Witness said it was considered it would be 
a less of money and time. 


ALDERMAN JONES CALLED. 
Alderman Jones was the next witness. 
He had been a member of the Housing Com- 
mittee since its inception, and was present at 
the meeting at which Mr. McCue made cer- 
tain statements. and Mr. Robb was afterwards 


suggested that it 
ask Mr. Cutler that 


called im. His recollection was that Mr. 
Robb was called in first. After that the 
Committee went to the Whiterock site. 


When they got there Mr. MeCue made the 
allegation that all the timber was rotten, and 
he could put his knife to the haft in any of 
it. Witness challenged him to do it with 
one plank, and Mr. McCue could not. Wit- 
ness counted 22 pieces of timber in all that 
should not hav: been there. He inspected 
a large number of houses. He could not see 
anything wrong with the remainder of the 
timber. 

By Mr. Beattie—Other members of the 
Committee expressed the opinion that the 
timber was all right as well as Mr. Cutler. 

The Commissioner- I see the name of Jones 
here as one of the contractors; whose place is 
that ? 

Witness—It belonged to my father, but he 
Is dead five years now. 

The Commissioner—Who owns it now ? 

Witness—It belongs to a niece and a 
daughter, 

So that at least one of the firms contract- 
ing belongs to a niece and a daughter of 
your own! Yes; that is correct. 

Do you know anything about the weigh- 
ing of the gravel? I know nothing what- 
ever about the place; I have no interest in 
the place, no more than you have. 

There was a witness called Rajney ex- 
amined here and I think he will: be here 
again. Do you know him? Yes. 

Has he spoken to you about anything? 
No. 

He said he had complained to you, and 
you took him to“Mr. Wardlow? I took him 
to Mr. Wardlow to get him a start, but not 
in regard to the timber. 

He made no complaint about the bad 
timber? I cannot remember. 

The Commissioner called David Rainey, 
and asked him had he sent in a statement. 

Rainey said he had. 

The Commissioner—Very well; give your 
evidence.

The Commissioner asked did he ever tell

Witness said he did, and remarked to him 
that the Baltic Firewood Company would not 
use the timber. 

+ GARTAGE TENDERS. 

Councillot David Wilson, J.P., was called 
immediately after lunch, He remembered 
the quotation -of Mr. Ingram for stones 
coming before the Housing Committee, but 
he did not remember any discussion on it. 
He did not feel, knowing what he did now, 
that he had done his duty, but like the 
others he was in te habit of taking Mr. 
Cutler’s word for it. He remembered the 
cartage tenders and the discussion about it. 
He had expressed the opinion that men who 
quoted low: figures were not satisfactory. 

Coming to the time when witness pro- 
nosed that the sand and gravel be weighed, 
but was beaten on a vote, witness asked 
could he make an explanation. 

The Commissioners—I would like to hear 
any explanation. 

Vitness—Mr. Charles Murphy, a contrac- 
tor to the Corporation, told me on several oc- 
casions that a member of the Belfast Cor- 
poration—an Alderman—had financial in- 
terest in a firm which held the contract for 
the supply of sand and gravel. He also said 
that. this firm quoted below. cost of produc- 
tion, and gave bad sand and gat paid for 
sand not delivered. I said—‘‘ This is a 
very serious charge, and if I mention the 
matter will you allow me to use your name 
and the name of the Alderman’?’’ He said 
“ Yes; I will take full responsibility.” He 
also said that when sand was delivered it 
was not weighed, and the loads sent that 
should have contained a ton contained some- 
times only about five cwts., and sometimes 
only 10 cwts., and full credit was given for 
the ton. On September 11 I mentioned 
this matter to the Housing Committee, and 
told them he had heard the quality of the 
sand was bad, and asked for an explanation.

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SMALL BOY’S THEFTS. 


REFORMATORIES. IN THE FREE 
STATE. 


The question of the need of a Protestant 
reformatory or an industrial school in the 
Free State was mentioned in the Kingstown 
District Court yesterday, when a boy was 
charged with a number of thefts. 

Grattan Norman, aged 13 years, of “ The 
Brambles,’ Dalkey Hill, pleaded guilty to 
stealing an electric spot lamp, valued : at 
£4 10s., from a motor car belonging to Mrs. 
Maud Wyatt, Torca, Dalkey. Hill; an ‘electric 
inspection lamp and other articles, valued at 
£1 138. 6d., from a motor car belonging 
to Mr. William <A. Danaish,' 4 Ardbrogh 
Villas, Dalkey, and a fairy cycle, worth -£5, 
and parts of a Lucania bicycle, valued at 
£1 10s.; belonging to Mr. Sean Healy, 
46 Ulverton road, Dalkey. 

Henry Norman, the father, said that the 
boy went to the Kingstown Grammar School 
regularly and had never given trouble before. 
He was an intelligent boy and very fond of 
electricity 

Detective McGarry said that the boy ad- 
mitted the thefts, and said that he had 
hidden the articles from his parents. He 
gave the fairy cygle to another boy. 

Mr. James ®fady, solicitor, for the defence, 
said that this was one of the many difficult 


cases that had recently cropped up where 
the boy belonging to the Church of Ireland 


was concerned. 

Mr. Cussen said that he had already sent 
one boy to the Malone Institute in Belfast. 

Mr. Brady said that he was aware of that 
fact, and he had heard from an authoritative 
source that clergymen of the Church of 
lreland were very obliged for what Mr. 
Cussen had done in that The idea 
of establishing in the Free State an institu- 
tion for dealing with boys in such cases as 
these was at present under consideration. 
In this case the father was a highly respect- 
able gentleman, whom he had known for 
many years. It was a most regrettable 
thing that a respectable family should have 
such trouble brought on them. 

Mr. Cussen said that it was a first offence, 
and he would put the boy on probation, but 
there was the question of a suitable proba- 
tion officer. ' 

In re to the magistrate, Detective 
McGarry (44 F) volunteered to become proba- 
tion officer to the boy. 

Mr. Cussen then put the boy on probation 
for twelve months, placed the father under 
bail in £10, and ordered 15s. compensation 
to be paid to Mr. Healy for damage done to 
the fairy eycle. 

To the boy Mr. Cussen said—‘‘ You are 
getting -a chance that you will never get 
again. Í ought to send you to a reformatory 
in Belfast, where you. would be kept until 
you were 19 years of age. I am not inflict- 
ing any punishment on you, but I hope 
and trust that your father will punish you 
suitably.”” 

The Justice commended Detective Officer 
McGarry for his conduct in the case.

MILK ANALYSES DIFFER. 


_. 
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CASE AGAINST KINGSTOWN 
VENDOR DISMISSED. 


The uncertainties of milk analyses were 
demonstrated in Kingstown District Court 
yesterday, when Mr. Cussen, District Justice, 
heard the adjourned case of Miss O'Donnell, 
food inspector to the ' Kingstown Urban 
Council, against John Kavanagh, 49 Patrick 
street, Kingstown, in connection with the 
sale of new milk. 

Mr. James Brady, solicitor, who appeared 
for the defendant, said that the case was 
originally heard on December 3 last, when 
the certificate of the City Analyst showed 
that 5.9 per cent. of its weight of water had 
been added. 

Mr. Kavanagh had his portion of the sample 
analysed by Mr. Thorpe, and, having ‘regard 
to a great discrepancy between the two 
certificates, he requscted that the third part 
be sent to the State Analyst. 

Mr. Cussen said that he had received the 
result of the analysis from the State Analyst. 
It stated that the sample of milk was genuine. 

Mr: Brady said that it was well he had 
adopted this course on the last court day. 
The most extraordinary thing wae the conduct 
af the inspector, Miss O'Donnell, who asked 
for a Sample and got it. She then bought 
half a’ pint of milk for herself and took it 
away with her. His client got rather 
suspicious about that sort of conduct, and had 
his sample analysed ‘by rs Thorpe. The 
result was extraordinary. Mr. repmed totally 
contradicted the City Analyst's certificate of 
the sample sent him by Miss O’Donnell. He 
asked for a dismis® with costs, on a former 
occasion when Mr. Kavanagh was summoned 
by the Council, and the case was dismissed, 
with costs. 

Mr. E. J. Kenny, solicitor to the Council, 
said that he was at a loss to account for the 
differences in the analyses. 

Mr. Cussen dismissed the case, with three 
guineas costs, and said that he would like to 
have an explanation from Mr. Fagan, the 
City Analyst. 

Mr. Kenny said that Mr. Fagan had dealt 


with hundreds of samples for the Council, and 
they had. the greatest confidence in his 
analyses.

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TUBERCULAR MEAW 
IN CORK. 


HALF OF CITY's SUPPLY 
DISEASED. 
———£ 


That at least fifty per cent. of the meat 
slaughtered in Cork is tubercular is the 
opinion of Mr. Cussen, veterinary surgeon, 
who was the principal witness in a case 
heard yesterday in the Cork District Court, 
in which Mrs. Elizabeth O’Brien, a stall- 
holder in St. Peter’s Market, was charged 
with having in her possession a quantity 
of meat which was unfit for human con- 
sumption. Mrs. O’Brien was ordered to 
pay a fine of £2. 


DISEASED KIDNEY. 


Mr. Cussen, V.8., said that he visited the 
defendant's stall on Saturday, the 5th 
December, and seized Jibs. of tuberculous 
kidney and portions of beef adhering to the 
kidney. The stuff was exposed for sale on 
the slab in front of the stall, with sound 
beef. He had seized some tuberculous beef 
at this stall on two previous occasions. When 
he was taking away the meat he told Mrs. 
O’Brien that if she wished anybody to see 
the meat he would have it at his office. Mr. 
McSweeney, V.8., inspected the meat on Mrs 
O'Brien's behalf. The meat was seen by a 
Justice, who ordered it to be destroyed, and 
this was done. 

Replying to Mr. Donegan, who defended, 
the witness said that he did not put any 
knife in any meat on Mrs, O’Brien’s stall 
on the 4th, the day of the inspection. At 
least 50 per cent. of the meat slaughtered 
in Cork was tubercular. was not aware 
of any ill-feeling being stfown to Mrs. O’Brien, 
who killed outside Ahe city, and when the 
meat was exposed for sale he got it. As far 
as he was conceyned, he had no animus 
against the defe It was his duty to 
go through the market every day. He con- 
sidered that the defendant, who bought an 
old class of cattle, ran greater risk than if she 
had bought young cattle. : 


NO GUILTY KNOWLEDGE. 


Mr. Donegan said that the witness had 
practically inspected the same beast the day 
before, and had passed it as sound. He had 
no hesitation in saying that the defendant 
was made the subject of continuous victimisa- 
tion. There was not a single prosecution 
against anyone else, notwithstanding the 
statement of the i pector that 50 per cent. 
of the meat kiled in the Borough of Cork 
was tubercular. He submitted that the de- 
fendant had no guilty knowledge. She be- 
lieved that the meat was perfectly sound. 

The defendant was then examined, and 
bore out the statements of her solicitor. 

Mr. Galvin, solicitor, said that the case was 
one calling for exemplary punishment. 

The Justice held that there had been an 
offence under the statute, and imposed a fine 
of 40s 


It transpired that there were two previous 
convictions against the defendant. 


OTHER PROSECUTIONS. 


Mrs. Jane Caulfield, 35 Washington street, 
was fined 10s. for having had a quantity of 
unsound apples in her shop. 

The defence was that the fruit was not in- 
tended for sale, and would have been removed 
from the premises had it not been for the 
rush of the Christmas trade. 

Julia Mullane, 41 Bandon road, was fimed 
a similar sum for a like offence. 

The defence was that the apples 
oranges were not for sale to the public. 

Christopher O'Shaughnessy. Barrack 
street, and John Long, 11 Rock terrace, were 
summoned for causing a portion of a carcase 
of meat to be conveyed through the public 
streets without snitable covering. 

The case against O'Shaughnessy was dis- 
missed, and Long was fined 5s.

SOME PRESSING NEEDS. 


The second annual Congress of Nurses 
was held yesterday under the auspices of the 
Irish Guild of Catholic Nurses at the 
Mansion House, Dublin. Miss Wall, Matron 
Meath Hospital, who was to have bee 
was unavoidably absent, and the chair was 
taken by Mrs. O'Donovan, Central Welfare 
Nurse. 

The Rev. Father Lawrence, O.S.F.C., in 
an address on ‘‘ Nursing Opportunities,”’ 
said that illness, more than anything else, 
brought home to us spiritual realities anc 
dispelled illusions, acting as a corrective of 
false ideals concerning the meaning aud pur- 
pose of life. The nursing profession as it 
exists to-day is the heir of the great organisa- 
tions of the early days, and is the highest 
and noblest career that any Christian woman 
in the world can take up. 

Surgeon Kennedy, St. Vincent’s Hospital, 
said that in a modern civilised State trained 
nurses are absolutely indispensable. Hos- 
pitals are essential to the community, and 
a hospital is impossible without skilled 
nursing. From the economie point of view, 
nursing is not what it ought to be for the 
nurse ) Bary In Ireland, at all events, the 
profession is practically a blind alley—with 
the exception of that attached to a few posi- 
tions, a nurse’s salary barely gives her in 
existence. London hospitals are preparing 
insurance schemes to provide for nurses 'n 
illness and old age. The result of tl» 
present law of State registration, if carried 
out in the letter and the spirit, should be a 
material improvement. 

Despite the nurse’s indispensible work, her 
devotion and loyalty to the medical pro- 
fession and to the hospitals, it is a shame to 
have to acknowledge that no effort is made 
by the State, the medical profession, or by 
the hospital authorities to make provision for 
her when she is no longer able to work. The 
rofession will be ideal only when the nurse 
cah look. forward to suitable remuneration — 
for her work, and when the fear of poverty 
and having to rely on charity is eliminated 
from her life. 

Miss Healy, Public Health Nurse, gave an 
account of the work included in the opera- 
tion of the Maternity and Child Welfare 
Acts, and of I medical work. As re- 
gards the training of the public health nurses, 
a standardised training should be arranged. 
That would mean much, both to the nurse 
and to the employing authority; the present 
training varied greatly in different cases. 

Miss Ruth Nicholls, in speaking of the 
fund for the contemplated rest home for 
nurses of every denomination, said that it 
was hard for any member of the profession 
to feel that she might have to depend on 
charity. They should do all in their power 
in Ireland to have a sion scheme, such 
as is being planned in ge ae But such a 
scheme would only m the case of the 
nurse in training now. It was primarily for 
the older nurses that all were asked to help 
to have the rest home established.

Ships of the Future. 


How near we have come to the passing 
of the steam ship is realised by few. In 
a short time, however, the motor ship 
may oust the ship depending on coal fuel 
from the seas, even as the steam ship 
ousted the sailing vessel. The Shipping 
Correspondent of The Times says that 
“the years 1925 and 1926 promise to be 
memorable in the history of marine 
engineering and of shipping and ship- 
building. They will be »emembered,’’ he 
declares, “as the first years in which 
several great passenger motor liners took 
the seas.” The largest motor vesse] which 
is sailing at present is the Aorangi, a ship 
of 17,500 tons, built in a British yard and 
for a British line. Early last year this 
great motor liner crossed the world to take 
her place in the trans-Pacific service 
between British Columbia and Australia. 
The Aorangi is driven by four engines, 
developing 3,500 horse-power apiece—a 
“record ” in marine engineering. Although 
the engines were built on the Clyde thev 
were constructed under Swiss patents; 
for Britain, the home of the steam engine, 
has surpassed by Continental 
countries in the development of the motor 


been 


engine. Last month the Aorangi was 
followed by the Gripsholm, a vessel oi 
17,300 tons, which was built for the trans- 
Atlantic service of the Swedish-American 
line between Gothenburg and New York. 
The Gripsholm was a further triumph for 
British yards, for she was built on the 
Tyne. Her engines develop a total horse- 
power of 500 units less than those of the 
Aorangi, but it is secured by two engines 
only, these being the largest double-acting 
motors ever built for a ship. Next month 
there will sail for South America the 
Asturias, a motor liner of 22,500 tons, 
built by Harland and Wolff; but she, in 
turn, will be speedily outclassed, for 
liners are being built for Italy, one of 
which, with a tonnage of 33,000, will be 
largest motor vessel afloat.

Robbery under Arms. 


The recent death of Mr. Stanley Fox, 
who was shot by armed robbers in Dublin, 
has shocked the public mind. Since the 
winter months began there has been a 
regular epidemic of outrages in the streets 
of the city and its suburbs. Armed foot- 
pads have haunted suburban roads, 
‘“ holds-up’’ have been far too frequent, 
and Dublin has been drifting back into 
those terrible conditions of outlawry which 
prevailed a few years ago. We are glad 
that the police have taken drastic steps to 
cope with this menace to the public safety, 
and hope that the people of Dublin will 
help them by every means in their power. 
The gallant attempt of the late Mr. Fox 
to overpower his armed assailants was a 
splendid example of civic spirit, and the 
genera] indignation at his murder is an 
encouraging sign of the public’s deter- 
mination to stamp out the evil of robbery 
under arms. We print to-day on another 
page a facsimile of a very interesting 
document. It was issued by the “' Black- 
Rock Association’’ in 1789, and contains 
a series of resolutions that were passed at 
a public meeting of protest ‘ against 
robberies on the Blackrock and Donny- 
brook roads. Substantial rewards were 
offered for information concerning the per- 
petrators of those robberies, and one of the 
resolutions called for a Special Commission 
‘ to bring to immediate trial any persons 
guilty.of the said offences upon the said 


roads, and upon Conviction to bring them 
to immediate Kxecutian from the Dock to 


some place most conveniently near where 
the Offence was committed.’’ Those resolu- 
tions were passed nearly 140 years ago, 
#hen the law had a short way with armed 
robbers; and, although penalties are less 
drastic to-day, the need for the utmost 
vigilance still exists. So long as the 
Free State capital is at the mercy of 
criminals the nation cannot prosper. The 
law must make itself felt throughout the 
land, and the armed robber must be taught 
that the Irish people will not tolerate his 
presence in their country.

luish Racing. 

At yesterday's meeting of persons 
interested in racing in Ireland, convened 
by the Thoroughbred Breeders’ and 
Owners’ Association, the sport was re- 
ported to be in a parlous state. Although 
stakes in Ireland have been brought down 
to their pre-war figures, the costs of 
organising and conducting meetings has 
not been reduced perceptibly. Many pro- 
posals for reform of the present condition 
of affairs were made yesterday, but it is 
evident that racing, like so many other 
interests and industries, can be . restored 
to prosperity only by the general economic 
revival of the country. One suggestion 
of considerable interest was made. Dr. 
Lorcan Sherlock said that wealthy settlers 
could be attracted to Ireland by its oppor- 
tunities for sport if the system of taxation 
in the Free State were amended. At 
present persons having large properties 
in real estate overseas pay income tax in 
the land where it is situated, but are not 
exempt by the’ Free State from a further 
impost on the moneys which they receive. 
Senator J. J. Parkinson agreed that there 
were immense benefits to be reaped by 
inducing wealthy folk to live in Ireland 
during the sporting seasons. He quoted 
the example of France, which is arranging 
to exempt persons who are not French 
nationals, but reside in France, from tax 
levied on income received from other than 
French sources. Every possible effort 
should be made to remove those’ causes 
which tend to discourage sporting people 
from settling within our shores; for not 
merely will they spend money in Ireland 
which otherwise never would reach our 
people, but from the sport in which they 
interest themselves the valuable industry 
of horse-breeding will receive invaluable 
stimulus and support. In this as in all 
else, the long view is the wise view. The 
Free State Department of Finance will 
do well for the country and the Exchequer 
alike by sparing a few pounds of revenue 
in order to attract vastly larger sums for 
circulation in the land, 


OBITUARY. 


MAJOR-GENERAL J. C. YOUNG. 

Major-General James Charles Young, Colonel 
of the Royal Sussex Regiment, died suddenly 
yesterday at his residence in Portland Court; 
London, at the age of sixty-seven, says 
The Times. The son of Mr. H. L. Young, 
D.L., of Lee Mount, Co. Cork, he was born 
on May 1, 1858, and was sent to Shrewsbury 
School. Entering the Army in 1876, he joined 
the Royal Sussex Regiment in 1877, and he 
commanded the 2nd. Battalion from 1899 to 
1905, He served in the Egyptian campaign 
of 1882 and in the Nile expedition of 1884-5 
with the lst Battalion of his regiment, taking 
part in the operations of the Desert Column, 
under Sir Herbert Stewart. From 1892 to 
1897 he was D.A.A.G. South Africa; in 1903-4 
A.A.G. at Deesa; from 1904 to 1907 A.A.G. 
4th Division, India; from 1907 to 1910 
Brigadier-General commanding a brigade in 
India, and from 1910 to 1912 Major4seneral 
commanding a brigade in India. In 1912 he 
was appointed to command the Home Counties 
Division of the Territorial Force. In 1914, 
the. vear when he was made Colonel of the 
Royal Sussex Regiment, he was appointed to 
command a Home Service Division, and was 
mentioned in despatches twice and created 
C.B. General Young retired in 1919. He 
married, in 1896, Madeline, daughter of Mr. 
J. G. Leeb, of Cape Town, and had one 
daughter, 


MR. H. A. WHYTE. 


Much regret will be felt in Ireland at the 
death of Mr. R. A. Whyte, Chief Trade and 
Produce Officer to the Irish Free State in 
Great Britain. Mr. Whyte had not been in 
robust health for some time, but was able to 
perform his duties with undiminished energy. 
A week ago he underwent a slight operation 
fer inflamation of the inner membrane of the 
ear. Symptoms of a serious character made 
another operation necessary, and from this 
Mr. Whyte did not recover. He died at his 
residence, Wimbledon, early yesterday morn- 
mg Mr. Whyte was born at Capnpawhite, 
County Tipperary. . 

Before he became attached to the High 
Commissioner’s Office in London, Mr. Whyte 
had spent some years in the service of the 
Irish Department of Agriculture, and had 
displayed marked ability. strenuous 
worker, having the interests of the Irish 
farming class at heart, he did splendid work 
for Irish produce, not only as Inspector of 
Factories in Ireland, but still more so during 
the Great War, when he was stationed in 
London, and served on several committees of 
the Ministry of Food. His loss will be par- 
ticularly felt by the Irish Dairying Industry, 
in whose interests he neve* spared himself. 

In recent years Mr. Whyte’s work had 
been princivally among the buyers of Irish 
produce in Great Britain—work for which he 
was specially fitted by his early training 
and the commercial knowledge which he 
acquired in the creamery business in Ireland. 
He was a frequent contributor to the public 
Press and to trade papers, and he wrote 
pamphlets on various subjects, which at- 
tracted myeh attention. A few months &go 
he gave Sn interesting address to the Irish 
Farmers’ Union in Dublin, and just before 
his death he had arranged to lecture before 
the Irish Literary Society in London on the 
‘‘ Influence of Rural Populations on National 


Life and Well-being.’’ 


MRS. N. M. ARCHDALE. 


Much regret has been caused by the death 
of Mrs. N. M. Archdale, mother of the 
Right Hon. E. M. Archdale, Northern 
Minister of Agriculture, at her residence, 
Charleville, Rostrevor, County Down. Mrs. 
Archdale was 94 years of age, and was quite 
active until a week or two ago. She was 
the daughter c" the late Rev. John Grey 
Porter, a former rector of Kilskerry, County 
l'yrone. In 1852 she was married to Mr. 
Nicholas Montgomery Archdale, who died 
Suddenly in the hunting field in 1877. 


MR. JOHN O’CONNELL. 

Mr. John O'Connell. LI..D.. solicitor, 
Tralee, died yesterday morning, after a short 
illness, at his residence, Ballyard, County 
Kerry.

WORN BY TOURISTS, - 


HOW FREE STATE IMPORT 


_ DUTIES ARE LEVIED, 


Even the clothes worn by tourists coming 
into the Free State could be taxed under 
the present duties o imports; but, of 
course, in practice the¥ are not. 

This view was expressed to an [Irish 
Times representative, who obtained an 
authoritative statement yesterday on the 
question of the liability to duty of articles 
of a dutiable class included in the luggage 
of passengers entering the Free State. 

The law provides no exemption for goods 
imported as personal luggage. An article 
that is ordinarily dutiable is still dutiable 
when brought in as luggage ; and so long 
as wearing apparel, for example, is 
dutiable, even that actually worn conld 
be made the subject of charge if the ad- 
mipistration of the law were pushed to 
the extremity of strictness. : 

In practice, however, a concession is 
made, and is governed by the following 
general principle :— 

_In the case of personal luggage brought 
in by a passenger arriving in the Free State, 
the authorities may pass, without levying 
duty, a reasonable quantity of personal 
effects, such as personal clothing and apparel 
and other dutiable goods, provided that 
they are declared and produced by the 
passenger to the examining officer on arrival, 

importance is attached Ww tue provisuv. se 
general principle is well understood by the 
majority of regular passengers. 

The position as. regards dutiable articles 
transmitted by letter post is not so well 
known. Under the regulations of the De- 
partment for Posts and ‘Telegrapks, goods 
liable to duty may not be imported into the 
Free State by letter post. Such articles as 
gloves and handkerchiefs, though easily 
carried in an envelope, ought not to be sent 
by letter post to persons resident here. 

The Minister for Post. and Yelegraphs is 
empowered by law to detain any postal packet 
suspected to contain any contraband goods. 
The Revenue Commissioners, to whom such 
packets are forwarded, on finding contraband 
goods in a suspected packet, may detain the 
packet and its contents for the purpose of 
prosecution. 

The goods are liable to forfeiture, and 
persons concerned in the irregularity are 
liable to a penalty of £100, or treble the 
duty-paid value of the goods, at the election 
of the Commissioners. 

Here again, however, the practice of the 
Commissioners is reasonable with regard to 
“cases where no deliberate plan of evasion is 
suspected. Normally they do not institute 
proceedings or enforce the penalty of for- 
feiture unless there are aggravating circum- 
stances in the case, or the offence is repeated 
after the parties concerned have been warned. 
‘Cases which present no objectionable 
features are usually dealt with by allowing 
release of the goods on payment of the duty 
involved, with or without a small fine.” 

The usual element in these cases is the fact 
that the offender is not the resident in the 
Free State to whom the packet is addressed 

(and by whom its despatch may be quite un- 
expected), but the consignor, who is beyond 
the jurisdiction of the Commissioners.

PARIS, Thursday. 

Although the Seine is still rising here, it is 
predicted that it will not reach the danger 
joint, and that it will probably begin to 
subside by Sunday, provided that the weather 
does not become worse. At present, how- 
ever, the rain continues to fall: a swirling 
mass of yellow water has covered the pillars 
of the bridges and can hardly find its way 
beneath some of the lower arches, while the 
historic Zouave on the Pont del Alma is 
submerged up to the waist. ; 

The damage to the city itself, however, has 
so far been confined to flooded cellars. Saint 
Denis is in imminent danger of extensive 
flooding, and hoatmen are standing by ready 
to rescue the inhabitants in case of necessity. 

The situation ia the Oise district remains 
unchanged. The main lines of the Nord rail- 
way between Noyon and Chauny is covered 
by a foot of water; trains are compelled to 
reduce their speed to a mile an hour, and 
considerable delay has resulted to Belgian and 
German exnresses, 

The heavy falls of rain have caused a large 
portion of the cliff at Dieppe to fall, and a 
subsidence’ has also occurred on the line 
between Paris and Dieppe, trains being 
obliged to use a single track over that part of 
the journey.

The Seine at Pont d’Avsterlitz this evening 
had risen a little over 26 inches—somewhat 
more than had been expected.—(Reuter.)

THE HAGUE, Thursday. 

To-day’s reports of the Dutch floods indicate 
little improvement in the general position. 
The latest advices show that not only Bosch, 
the capital town of Brabant, but also 
Nymegen, the capital town of Gelderland, are 
in serious danger of submersion. Bosch has 
always been menaced in winter-time, as it is 
situated on the border of the “ Green Meuse ”’ 
—the artificial stretch of Jand to which the 
Meuse waters are conducted when the river 
threatens to overflow the dams. 

In Dutch Limburg a report of an earth- 
quake visiting the district caused considerable 
fears, but investigation showed that no earth- 
quake has really occurred, but that certain 
interior: workings of mines in the district had 
been flooded, the outer walls having given 
way under the pressure of the flood waters. 

Rubber and high-legged boots are fetching 
big prices in the stricken regions. The Red 
Cross and relief authorities have sent orders 
for large supplies from England to be rushed 
over immediately. 


THOUSANDS RESCUED. 
AMSTERDAM, Thursday. 

It is reported from Zevenaar that the Rhine 
has fallen’ forty inches. Near Tiel the River 
Waal has fallen 104 inches, and at Maastricht 
the Meuse has practically returned to it 
usual level. The River Ysel has exceeded the 
highest record ever reached by five inches. 

Thousands of people have already been 
rescued from attics and the roofs of houses, 
or from the dykes, but a great number are 
still awaiting rescue, 

Relief measures-are being energetically con- 
tinued by the local authorities, assisted by the 
Marines. A great many of the victims have 
lost all their. worldly possessions. 

Queen Wilhelmina arrived this morning at 
Ede and visited the military barracks, where 
a great number of the flood victims are 
sheltered, most of them being women and 
children,

The new Civic Guard motor bicycle patrol 
has aroused much interest in Dublin, not only 
among motor owners and drivers, but among 
the general public. 

The purpose of the new patrol, as Colonel 
Broy, Chief Superintendent of the Metropoli- 
tan Division of the Guards, explained to an 
Irish Times representative yesterday, is to 
maintain an efficient control of motor traffic 
of all kinds in the city, with due regard to 
the safety of the pedestrians. 

When his attention was called to what had 
occurred on Wednesday night, when an un- 
known motor driver knocked down two boys 
on the North Strand road, ran into a sta- 
tionary motor omnibus, and then, after 
crashing into a wall, continued on his way. 
Colonel Broy said that the new patrol service 
would put a stop to reckless driving. 


AN AMERICAN IDEA. 

The service, he said, was more or less in its 
infancy, and was an idea which had been got 
in New York by General O’Duffy, the Chief 
Commissioner, during his visit there last year. 
All the big American cities have these patrols, 
which won on an organised system with the 
traffic pointsmen on duty. When a pointsman 
wants a car held up he signals to one of the 


+ motor bicycle patrol men, who immediately 


follows it and brings it back. 

They were applying this system, Colonel 
Broy said, on a smaller scale in Dublin, prin- 
.cipally with an eye to the future; for,. there 
was no doubt, that there would be a very 
large increase in the number of motor vehicles 
on the streets in Dublin, as well as in the 
whole of Ireland, within the next twelve 
months. or two years. 

The personnel of the new arm is at present 
“ie small and limited, but highly éfficient, 
and the patrol had proved an unqualified 
success, even in its experimental stage. 

In time the numbers of the patrol will be 
increased until it is sufficient to meet all pos- 
sible requirements. 

The present Civic Guard uniform is worn, 
together with the large white waterproof, but 
a gn uniform for members of this force 
is. being designed. It is probable that the 
white waterproof will be done away with, and 
a more serviceable coat introduced. 

It is understood that this will be an un- 
armed force. 

PLAIN CLOTHES MEN. 

With referepce to the special force of plain 
clothes detectives that now patrol the streets 
of the city and suburbs after nightfall, 
Colonel Broy stated that it had been in 
existence for the last couple of months, with 
the purpose of making it as difficult as pos- 
sible for armed robbers and criminals to 
carry out their nefarious work, He was con- 
fident of success. 

This body of men is allied to the Metro- 
politan Division of the Guards and the 
Detective Division, and works in conjunction 
with both. The men use bicycles, motor cars, 
and vans, Extra Guards and plain clothes 
detectives are also sent out on duty in the 
“danger centres” after nightfall, and all the 
city banks are guarded. 

There was, he thought, a decided falling- 
off in the number of armed ‘‘hold-up’’ cases, 
robberies, and other outrages of the kind this 
winter as compared with last year.

AIRSHIP 


CONSTRUCTION TO BE 
: CARRIED ON. 

Further experimental flying with the re- 
conditioned airship R33 has been suspended 
indefinitely, and, with the decision to ibeiion 
the preparation of R56 for a flight to Egypt 
this year, the Pulham air station is being 
reduced once more to a care and maintenance 
basis, writes.the Aeronautical Correspondent 
of The Times. These decisions have inyolved 
the discharge since last September of some 
hundred men at Cardington and of thirty to 
forty men at Pulham. Now ten members cf 
the crew of the R33 have received notices, 
which, according to our Bedford Correspon- 
dent, will become effective at the end of the 
week, and tliey have been told that their 
services will not be required again before

‘FUTURE PLANS. 


WHAT THE TAXPAYERS 
WANT TO KNOW.

In official circles in Dublin yesterday 
there was complete silence on the subject 
of broadcasting finance. Invitations to 
the Minister for Finance and the Minister 
for Posts and Telegraphs to make state- 
ments on the matters discussed in the 
Irish Times yesterday were declined. 

The Director of Dublin Broadcasting 
Station, in a letter, furnishes information 
which he did not give when asked directly 
by an Irish Times representative on 
Wednesday night—a few hours before the 
article he criticises was printed—whether 
he had anything to announce with regard 
to arrangements for the future, and 
particularly with regard to extension of 
the use of the station for purposes beyond 
the evening entertainments. He was 
invited specially to make a statement on 


the matter. 

Mr. Claridillon’s letter, dated from the 
Dublin Broadcasting Station, is as fol- 
lows :—

36-39 Denmark street, Dublin, 
7th January, 1926. 

Your article in this morning’s paper sur- 
prised me very much, and is so far from the 
actual facts as to require contradiction in 
detail. 

In the first: place, regarding the statement 
that no engagements or contracts can be 
made we are at present, and have been for 
some days, booking for advance dates artists 
who passed our preliminary tests. 

(2) The statement that appointments have 
not been made to the Station Orchestra is not 
correct. We had a very large number of 
applications for positions on the orchestra, 
all of whom had very high musical qualifica- 
tions. It has taken some time to select the 
best, and one position is still unfilled, but 
the other three appointments have been 
made. 

(3) A large number of people volunteered 
tueir services for the purpose of testing the 
suitability of their voices for the microphone. 
In addition, items were rendered by personal 
friends of the musical director and of myself. 
In the case of those artists whose voices came 
over successfully, it is quite understood that 
their services/ will be required for forthcom- 
ing dates. Such engagements have, as 
already indicated, actually been made. 

Programmes have now been arranged as 
far ahead as the 20th of the present month, 
and vary considerably in type. 

The! most astonishing part of your article 


is that headed “No Educational Pro- 
gramme.”’ On Mai last I was busy íor 
two hours with’ réWresentatives of the 


Department of Agriculture, and as a result 
of the Mterview series of lectures on horti- 
culture, poultry-keeping and agricultural 
subjects generally have been arranged to 
| commence at an eárly date. The question 
of supplying market quotations was also 
discussed, and is being dealt with. 

i Further, to. the educational 
programme, I am at the moment meeting 
three gentlemen from the Coiste Gnotha of 
the Gaelic League, ,witlr a view to providing 
short lessons—elementary, intermediate and 
advanced—in Irish, to which it is hoped to 
add, as-soon as possible, lessons’ in French, 
German, and possibly Spanish... In addition, 
I am at present in touch with the Ministry 
of Education on the subject of. providing 
lectures and talks on various educational 


matters. ' 

The matter of relavs of suitable iteils from 
London programmes is also in hands, as well 
as the question of short Sunday evening pro- 
grammes. 

It would save considerable trouble in 
future if articles of this nature were sub- 
mitted to the Station Director for verification 
before being inserted in your .columns. 


QUESTION OF FEES. 

It will be noted that Mr. Clandillon 
says nothing on the question of fees, and 
his letter confirms our point, that artists 
have taken part in the programmes at 
the personal request of Tir. Clandillon 
and Mr. Vincent O’Brien, and with 
expectations, instead of a definite fee 
arrangement. It says much for the 
popularity of the two directors, and their 
anxiety to get the station going despite 
difficulties, that they should have been 
able in the circumstances to make up the 
programmes that have been arranged so 


far. 
MR. CLANDIOLO N’S ENERGY. 

It is noted .above that opportunity 
was given to the Director, before the 
article was published, to state the posi- 
tion with regard to extension of the pro- 
grammes. Our article said that “ one of 
the plans under consideration is a series 
of two-hour concerts on Sunday nights, tp 
include band performances ; and occasional 
relays of B.B.C. programmes may be 
arranged in due course.” Mr. Clandillon 
says that these matters are “ in hands. 

Mr. Clandillon’s own energy in the 
work that he has taken up was not dis- 
counted jn tre least. Our point in con- 
nection with the Dublin Station is that 
the public is anxious to know what it 
may expect from the Dublin Station ; and 
till the departments concerned have 
settled the progr.mme policy, including 
| the. extent of expenditure to be allowed, 
members of the public who have not been 
impressed by the evening entertainments 
given hitherto, and have received no 
indication of future developments (apart 
from what Mr. Clandillon now writes 
concerning his negotiations and proposals 
“in hands”) will not make up their 
minds to-take out licences tc the number 
desired. | 

A TAXPAYER'S VIEW. 

Moreover, taxpayers in general, who 
have to provide money to make up the 
certain deficit on the broadcasting scheme, 
are anxious to know what use is to be 
made of this costly service. 

Here, for example, is one view:— 


“A great many persons would like to 
instal crystal sets if they knew that the 
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Dublin Station would relay a large proportion 
of B.B.C. programmes, ese persons will 
not become subscribers if they are to get 
nightly concerts by local artists as the 
staple of the programmes; and the Dublin 
station, for which taxpayers must provide a 
subsidy, will then be chiefly a nuisance to 
valve set ovgners, who wish to receive 
superior programmes from other stations. 
‘These valve set owners, by the way, pay 
licence duty whether there is a Dublin 
siation or not. Some 3,000 were registered 
in the Free State last year.” |

The statement in the ZJrish Times in regard 
to the Dublin broadcasting station created 
much jnterest amorg “listeners-in” in 
Lelfast and the North of Ireland. 

The Belfast station is, of course, one of a 
series of stations established by the British 
Broadcasting Company, and the finances and 
general organisation of the station are closely 
associated with the British Broadcasting Com- 
pany, Which has extensive financial resources 
for the provision .of programmes. 

The licence for a receiving set in the North 
of Ireiand is 10s. per annum, the same us 
in Great Britain, and over twenty thousand 
licences have been issued in Northern Ireland. 
_The Belfast station has its own director, 
musical director, announcer, and administra- 
tive staff. as well as a technical staff at the 


' transmission station. 


. Tye programmes are varied, and include 
net only contributions from local artists, but 
also reiay items from the London and other 


stations of the British Broadcasting Company, | 


including oc*asional speeches at public 
junctions. In addition, there is a Belfast 
station orchestra of about eighteen instru- 
mentaists, and this is augmented one evening 
each week for symphony concerts, 

The Belfast station has a wide choice of 
programmes, as it has at its disposal the 
resources of the British Broadcasting Com- 
pany. Prominent artists, who are under 
contract to broadcast from “the various 
stations in Great Britain, from time to time 
visit belfast and augment the local pro- 
frammes, and give occasional afternoon 
recitals, . 

There is a Children’s Corner every after- 
noon, conducted by Uncle Geoftrey, Aunt 
Muriel and others, and im connection with 
this there 1s a Children’s Radio League, and 
the entrance of 1s. goes toyards the provision 
of wireless apparatus for hdsvitels, etc.

QUEEN’S UNIVERSITY, 
BELFAST. 


PROPOSED RATE-IN-AID. 


An Act was passed in the late session of the 
Northern “og coapmó enabling the Belfast 
Corporation and other local rating authorities 
in Northern Treland to strike a rate in aid 
of Queen’s University, Belfast. Armagh 
County Council has decided to strike a rate of 
jd. in the £, and at a special meeting of the 
Belfast Corporation yesterday it was unani- 
mously decided to recommend the City 
Council at the next monthly meeting ‘‘to 
make provision in their estimates for the year 
1926-27 for a grant to Queen’s University, 
Belfast, of an amount equivalent to the pro- 
duct of a gate of 4d. in the &.’’: 

Sir Robert Meyer (Town Clerk) presented 
the report of the delegates to the conference 
held under the presidency of the Chancellor 
of the University (Lord Londonderry, K.G.) I 
at Parliament Buildings, Beliast, om the 16th 
of December. It was signed by. the Lord 
Mayor, and Chairman and Vice-Chairman of 
the Finance Committee, and by Councillors 
Hugh Smylie and H. Midgley, and it con- 
chided with the following statement :— 
“Your members adheve to their expressed 
opinion that, as the University is an institu- 
tion serving the whole Province, all the 
County and County Borough Councils should 
contribute to its support; and that the only 
equitable way in which this could be given 
effect to would be by the Government's in- 
creasing the present Parliamentary grant to 
such an amount as the Ministry of Finance, 
in consultation with the ‘several Councils and 
the University authorities, may find to be 
absolutely necessary,” 

The Lord Mayor said that this important 
matter had been under consideration for some 
time. It was his opinion, and that of their 
other delegates to the conference, that it was 
a question of ways and means. It was felt 
that, as the University was looked upon—and 


the duty /of all the County Councils and 
Borough Councils to contribute towards its 
work. Some of them thought that a flat rate 
should be struck throughout the Province, 
aud it was suggested that a farthing rate 
might meet the present necessities, Others 
suggested a halfpenny rate. But some of the 
provincial councils, for reasons of their own, 
were not prepared to offer any financial assist- 
ance. The members of the Belfast Corpora- 
tion delegation were in favour of striking a 
special rate, but could net recommend the 
City Council to do so wnless the other 
councils throughout the Province were pre- 
paréd to do the same. 

_Dr, Livingstone, Vice-Chancellor of: the 
University, said that what the Queen's 
University authorities would like the Council 
to do would be to strike a jd. rate. That 
was, of course, a big sum to ask in these days 
of trade depression, but it would not mean 
more than a man rated at, say; £100 paying 
about 1s. 2d. per year above what he does at 
present. ‘They had already received from 
Armagh the promise of a jd. rate, which was 
made unconditionally, He hoped that Belfast, 
from whéch they drew nearly 600 students— 
almost 50 per cent. of their entire number— 
would be no less generous than Armagh, 
which sent only about £0. The University 
was desperately in need of money. 

The University authorities had increased 
the fees twice since the war, and he was 
satisfied they could not raise further money 
from that source. The one other source from 
which they could receive any assistance was 
the rates. : 

Mr. J. H. Stirling said that, speaking as 
the hon. treasurer of Queen’s University, and 
as a business man, he would like to clear 
away any possible doubts or fears that might 
be in existence with regard to the financial! 
admipistration of the University. They were, 
wadettanately, on the wrong side, -as far as 
the balance was concerned, but so far as 
administration went, the working could not be 
improved. He had found, from his own per- 
sonal experience since taking up his duties, 
that the financial system in Queen’s University 
was such as might challenge competition 
anywhere. If Belfast gave a strong lead it 
would bring the othe? public bodies into line. 
| In reply to Alderman Jones, the Vice- 

Chancellor stated that for the year: 1924-1925 
there were 573 students actually residing in 
Belfast, or whose fathers’ residences were 
there, and there were altogether 1,169 students 
on the register.

DENMARK’S EXAMPLE, 
THE CO-OPERATIVE SPIRIT. 


One of the most startling things in connec- 
tion with the reconstruction of Danish rural 
life, Mr. Harris sdid, was the fecognition by 
the Danes, after the war of 1864 with 
Germany, that the first thing to be tackled in 
Denmark was the establishment .of rural 
community life, The first step in that direction 
was the formatién in almost every yillage of 
a community centre or village hall, where the 
co-operative spirit was inculcated. 

When, therefore, the introduction of steam 
power, electricity, and the cold-storage 
altered the whole outlook of the agricultural 
industry, compelling a readjustment of the 
point of view towards these new conditions, 
the Danes proceeded to change over their 
whole system of agriculture, the change being 
‘from corn-growing to dairying. This change 
brought about the introduction of co-operation 
in buying and selling, This economic develop- 
ment had, therefore, a splendid foundation 
on which to build up the community spirit 
that was steadily being established between 
1854 and 1882, when the first co-operative 
societv. was started in the country. 

VILLAGE ORGANISATIONS. 

Many deputations wWsiting Denmark came 
back with the impressidy that the success of 
the Danes in agricultute was due to the 
development of co-operatiag through their co- 
operative societies; but the real explanation 
was that, through the village organisations, 
people were being trained in the co-operative 
spirit. Denmark, therefore, became a pioneer 
in these directions; and the Danish spirit 
was spreading to other countries. Sweden, 
Norway, Finland, and Russia, and now 
virtually every one of the new Baltic States, 
were reconstructing their agricultural life 
upon Danish lines. i ; 
It was this organised community fe, 
rapidly spreading throughout civilised nations, 
that the Irish farmer was up against. The 
lecturer made it clear that he did not suggest 
the slavish following of the methods of any 
country by the Irish farmer; but that the 
Irish farmer shouid take stock of the new 
conditions created in recent years, and adapt 
the lessons which these are teaching to the 
needs of Irish agriculture. 

The lecturer also dwelt upon the help which 
the organisation of rural community hfe gave 
to the establishment of rural industries of the 
most varied character. This had become 
assured in Scandinavian countries by reason 
of the adyent of cheap electric power and 
light.

The Tariff Conference is at a stand-still, 
and the Extra-Territorial Commission has 
not even met, ostensibly for the insufficient 
reason that the Peruvian delegate is still on 
the high seas. 

HELPLESS OFFICIALS. | 
We have here a Chief Executive without 
a soldier to obey him, a Prime Minister with- 
out a Cabinet to attend the meetings he 
convenes, and a Finance Minister without 
two coppers to rub. together. The -only 
evidence of reality is the General Officer 
commanding the garrison and the police, a 
henchman of Feng Yu-Hsiang, who is hiding 
his head in the sand in Mongolia. Feng is 
concealing himself for fifty different reasons, 
the most popular of which are:that he is 
afraid of assassination, that his own generals 
have ordered him to go, that his conscience 
reproaches him for the death of five thousand 
young soldiers at Tientsin, and that he is 


pretending to be lost, in order to evade the 


responsibility’ for the situation created by 
himself. | : 
' The one thing which seems clearly jndi- 


cated is that the Kuominchung (National 
Army) elements are not sufficient mu strong or 
united to stand out and form a Government 


representative .of their own ideas. They 
the reputed to be approaching Wu Pei-Fu, 
Sun Chaun-Fang and Chang Tso-Lin, with 
the object. of forming a military coalition, 
under which the provisional constitution 
would be restored and a new Parliament 
would be convened.

(MOVEMENT, !

Sir G. B. Hunter addressed the members 
of the Simplified Spelling Society on the 
subject of “ English Spelling in the School and 


‘Elsewhere,”| at the fourteenth annual’ con- 
ference of Educational Associations at 


University College, Gower, street, London, 


yesterday. | 
Professer Gilbert: Murray, who presided, 
said that a petition was about to be sent to 


the Prime Minister to ask that the Govern- 
ment should appoint an authoritative com- 
mittee to inquire into this problem, with 
which the Simplified Spelling Society was 
concerned. They had drawn up an experi- 
mental scheme of spelling in order to see 
how far they could express roughlv a standard 
phonetic pronunciation. They felt that they 
had called attention to a subject of great 
‘importance, both as a scientific problem and 
a probiem of practical politics. 

* GOVERNOR-GENERAL'S MESSAGE. 

Mr. T. M. Healy, -s.C., Governor-General 
of the Irish Free State, sent the following 
message !—‘I find that local engngomene 
will prevent me from travelling to London 
for your meeting, but I am delighted to know 
that you are having such a powerful array of 
speakers, and wisa you every success, .After 
half a century’s study of’ the ques- 
tion of spelling reform, I have that 
cause at heart as warmly as . ever 
J think«every public teacher should be taught 
the elements of scientific phonetics #8 the 
easicst Way. to acquire a grasp on the present 
cumbersome ard unhistoric notation.”’ 

AN OBSTACLE TO KNOWLEDGE. 

Sir G. B. Hunter said that to compel 
children to learn to read im the present old- 
fashioned obsolete way was a cruel wrong 
to the child. It wis an obstacle to the attain- 
ment of sound and useful knowledge, and to 
the atiainment of real education. It inter- 
posed an -obstacle, instead of an aid, to the 
development of intelligence, and was a pure 
waste of precious time which could never 
be mined | 

Another objection was that our bad spelling 
led to uncertain and slovenly English speech, 
Thanks to our spelling so greatly failing to 
indicate cofrect pronunciation, we failed to 
pronounce uniformly. There was uncertainty 
and diversity about the pronuneiation of our 
vowels and one or two of our consonants. 

“: BOON TO STUBENTS ABROAD, 

The English spoken lanenage, ‘he pro- 
ceeded, is—not excepting Greek—the greatest 
vehicle for expressing thought of ail 
languages. What a boon it would be to the 
countless students in India, Africa, and 
China, so many of whom were living under 
British laws and tbe British flag, and who 
sought British and American education, when 


‘English spelling became: simplified and was. 
made consistent and ‘reasonable, and English 


became, in its spelling as well as in its struc- 
ture and grammar, the easiest of all languages 
for them to learn. The whole subject should 
be considered and dealt with by our great 
Universities and by the Board of Education. 
Dr. R. W. Macan, Sir Mark Hunter, and 
Mr. A. P. Graves, formerly His Majesty’s 
Inspector of Schools, also addressed the meet- 
ing.

clause, 3 

It says:—‘' Great Britain is steadily de. 
parting from the principles of free trade in 
favour of high protection, and the outlook 
must be regarded here with anxiety. The 
negotiations in London have proved prae- 
iically fruitless, and have been broken off, as 
it was found that the differences with' regard 
to the interpretation of Articles 1 and 2 of the 
Protocol (Arbitration on Disputes) were ap- 
parently inseluble. : The British Government 
Is not merely speeding up the introduction 
and promulzation of new tariff laws, in spite 
of a not inconsiderable opposition on the 
part of Parliament and the nation, but is 
eccasionally so quick with the impositions of 
the duties that the German business man is 
hardly given a chance to make the necessary 
adiustment for avoiding heavv losses.” 

Many other comments similar in tone to 
this have appeared in the German Press. 
They are ali based on the assumption that 
Free Trade in Great Britain has - existed 
sclely for the benefit of the foreign importer, 
and that there is no need for reciprocity on 
his part towards British trade. Disappoint - 
ment Is also expressed in many quarters that 
Solingen merchants were afiorded no oppor- 
tunity for forestalling the qutlery duties. 

In these discussions the German system of 
discriminating import-licences and the Cer- 
man high Protection. tariff, with its eight 
hundred protected artic les, are conveniently 
forgotten, together with the generally ac. 
cepted German theory of trading with Great 
Britain—viz., that Germany must be given 
every facilily to buy from Great Britain such 
raw materials as she cannot obtain. from 
elsewhere, and to return it to ‘British mar- 
kets in manuaftured form.
